Nancy,

You asked a question regarding blue/green algae and the W1 River TMDL. The TMDL addresses phosphorus;
however, as part of the analysis, the role of nitrogen was evaluated and it was determined that the
phosphorus is driving the algal blooms on Petenwell and the other flowages. The TMDL outline reductions
needed to meet water quality standards and calls for reductions from both point sources such as wastewater
treatment plants and agricultural sources including fields used by CAFOs such as Central Sands Dairy.
